Stabbed in the back by an angry Italian 


soldier, Richard King, who was in Gettys- 
burg all lass summer and made a large 
number of friends there, was killed at 
Camp Greene, Charlotte, according to ad- 
vices received from one of his soldier pals 
King, while at Gettysburg, was with the 
headquarters cumpany of the 4th" Infant- 
ry. After going to Charlotte he was trans- 
ferred to a machine gun battalion and, at 
the time of the fatal attack he was serving 
as cook with his outfit. King had given 
an order to an Italian soldier who was 
assigned to duty in the kitchen, which the 
Italian refused to obey. King insisted and 
the unwilling soldier finally agreed to do 
it. -King then turned to go away but was 
quickly felled 
to the ground 
when 


the Italian jumped on his back and, pull 
ing out a short knile, struck him three 
times. All three thrusts cutting deep gash- 
es. One of them was nine inches long 
The injured man was hurried to the 
camp hospital but the wounds wereot such 
a serious nature and in such vital regions 
that it was impossible to save his life. 
King was a native of Kentucky.

THEFT IS CHECKED 


Insurance Embargoes on South 


American Shipments. 


Pilfering Formerly Was Credited to 


the Canal Zone but Has Been Re- 


duced to Minimum.- 


Pilfering is still a great problem in 


the case of merchandise shipped to 
ports on the west coast of South Amer- 
ica. At several ports the extent of the 
evil has been greatly lessened as a re- 
sult of insurance embargoes on goods 
destined for those ports or in response 
to constant complaint on the part of 
the consignees, according to Commerce 
Reports. In Mollendo pilfering, so far 
as Bolivian goods are concerned, has 
been reduced to small proportions in 
consequence of an agreement between 
the Peruvian 
and Bolivian govern- 


ments which provides for the prompter 
dlspntch of merchandise for Bolivian 
destination. 
Nevertheless, the prob- 


lem of pilfeiing remains a serious one 
at practically every port on the west 
coast. 


Formerly it was the fashion to say 


that much of the pilfering took place 
in the Panama Canal Zone, and there 
was probably some basis for the state- 
ment in the clays when traffic through 
the canal was stopped by the slides in 
Gaillard cut and freight was badly 
congested at Colon and Balboa. It is 
probably true, however, that even in 
those times much of the loss attributed 
to pilfering was duo tu unusual hand- 
ling or exposure. Sins? traflic through 
the canal *wis been ror.umed on a nor- 
mal basis the loss from pilfering in 
the Canal Zone has been reduced to an 
almost negligible point. 


Goods trans-shipped to Colon and 


Balboa arc stored in pier shed1? imme- 
diately upon discharge. The sheds are 
large, well built, fireproof, and can be 
easily guarded and protected. Both in 
the discharge from ship to pier and in 
the reloading from pier 1o ship the 
Panama Railroad company exercises 
strict supervision over all operations, 
since it has charee of all port facili- 
ties and does rno^-t of the stevedoring. 
To protect itself against claims for loss 
the railroad company long since insti- 
tuted an elaborate checking system. 
Checkers not only take account of the 
number and weight of cases and pack- 
ages loaded or unloaded on the piers 
but also note the condition of tlu> con- 
tainers as they pass over the piers and 
put aside for careful in-pection caM'S 
that appear to be underweight or to 
have been tampered with. In many in- 
stances pilfering can be detected by a 
difference in the recorded weight and 
the weight on arrival in Panama, 
though pilferers are clever enough, as 
a rule, to substitute articles of the 
same weight for those they have ab- 
stracted. 


Moreover, a number of watchmen 


nnd detectives are employed by the 
Panama Railroad company. 
Some of 


the detectives work as dock laborers. 
The watchmen cannot be in nil parts 
of the pier sheds, and in a far corner 
of a shed or n hold the stevedores may 
handle a case with such roughness as 
to cause it to break open, enabling its 
contents to bo easily carried off. De- 
tectives can exert an effective restrain- 
ing influence in such cases. 


It is clear, then, that the precautions 


against pilfering in the Panama Canal 
Zone are extensive and effective and 
that the source of the pilfering must be 
sought for elsewhere. 


• Salaries Are Increased. 


Owing to the great advance in the 


cost of living, the local government 
has increased the salaries of all its em- 
ployees who -were paid unde. 3,800 
escudoo ($1,945) per annum, 'ilc in- 
creases in some cases have amounted 
to 45 per cent, writes Consul John F. 
Jewell, Lourenco Marques, Portuguese 
East Africa.

Is in round figures $318,200. As the 
budget could not bear any additional 
expenditure without a deficit that

bushels, according to Vice Consul Still- 
man W. Ellis, Hamilton. This is less 
by 8,000 bushels than the fall crop of 
1916, in spite of the fact that more 
acreage was planter! to potatoes the 
past year. The reason given for this 
by the director of agriculture is that 
"the earlier plantings have been af- 
fected by unfavorable seasons and will 
not produce a normal crop. The fields 
planted later give promise of good 
yields." 


Utilize Burning Mine's Blast.

A \vell iidvisod commorclal jnitboriiy 
fives It as his opinion, “as a slow 
dosccnt may bo i'ounlctl cn in tlio 
prices for grain wlion the war ends— 
it may take sovorai years to rostoro 
the world’s stock of foodstuiTs to nor­ 
mal—there is good ground for coufi- 
denco in the outlook for rapid devel­ 
opment in agriculture/’ 
If this be correct, it follows that 
the profession of farming will mate­ 
rially increase Its ranks la the uext 
few years. 
Today, the price of wheat is set by 
the United States government at $2,20 
per bushel, and In Canada the price 
has been set at $2.21. This, of course, 
is less freight and handling charges 
which brings the average to the farm­ 
ers at about $2,00 per bushel.

Murder Suspected. 


Although Mr. and Mrs. John F. Myers, 


of McSherryetown. received a telegram 
from military officials at Camp Greene, 
Charlotte, N. C., announcing that their 
eon, Private Earl Myers, had been drown- 
ed at that place, the death certificate at 
tached to the casket containing the body, 
which arrived on Thursday morning, states 
that Myers died from a ruptured kidney. 
A brother, Private Clarence Myers, who 
is a member of Company B, 59th Inft., 
and who is also stationed at Camp Greene, 
does not know what happened to his 
brother. The first intimation he had con- 
cerning his brother's death was a telegram 
received from his parents requesting him 
to accompany the body home. He, how- 
ever, is stationed at a point about four 
miles distant from where his brother's 
command is located. Two guards accom- 
panied the body as far as Washington. 


The mystery surrounding the death of 


Private Earl Myers, has deepened as the 
result of a slight investigation of the body 
made upon its arrival at the Myers home 
on Thursday, and indications point to the 
possibility that the young man may have 
been murdered. While no post-mortem 
examination had been made, owing to the 
objections of the parents the condition of 
various parts of the body was such that 
would point strongly to foul play. The 
back of the head appears to have been 
crushed in, evidencing a fractured skull, 
and there was a few fair-sized cuts upon 
it. One side of the face had been badly 
bruised and this would indicate that it bad 
been dragged over the ground. The story 
that his body had been found in the creek 
near the camp may have beeii true, and 
the belief here is that a{ter being killed 
the body was. taken to the stream and 
thrown in. There were other bruises upon 
the body which were severe. The certifi- 
cate that accompanied the body, and 
which has been filed by a McSherrystown 
physician, states t! at death was causec 
by an abdominal hemorrhage from a r"up 
tured kidney, due to a serious wound. 


Friends of the dead boy are highly in- 


censed over the action of the Camp offi- 
cials in endeavoring to cover up the mat- 
ter in the wa}' that it is indicated they 
have, and the possibility is that an effort 
will be made to have a governmental ex- 
amination of the incident made.

Insurance Embargoes on South 
American Shipments. 


Pliferlng Formerly Was Credited to 
the Canal Zone but Has Been Re­ 
duced to Minimum.^ 


Pilfering Is still a great problem In 
tho case of merchandiso shipped to 
Y>orts on tho \vest const of South Am er­ 
ica, At several port« tho extent of tho 
ovll has been greatly lessened as a re­ 
sult of insurance embargoes on goods 
destined for those ports or in re.sponse 
to constant complaint on the part of 
the consignee.^, according to Commerce 
Reports, In Mollendo pilfering, so far 
ns Bolivian goods are concerned, has 
been reduced to small proportions in 
consequence of an agreement between 
the Peruvian and Bolivian govern­ 
ments which provides for the prompter 
dispatch of merchandiso for Bolivian 
destination. 
Nevertheless, the prob­ 
lem of pilfei^ng remains a serious one 
at practically every port on the \vest 
const. 
Formerly It was the fashion to say 
that much of the pilfering took place 
In the Panama Canal Zone, and there 
was probably some basis for the state­ 
ment In the days when trafllc through 
the canal >vas stopped by the slides in 
Gaillard cut and freight \vas badly 
congested at Colon and Balboa. It Is 
probably true, however, that even In 
those times much of tho loss attributed 
to pilfering was due to unusual hand­ 
ling or exposure. Sin,?\> trafllc through 
the canal iias been rnr.umed on a nor­ 
mal basis the loss from pilfering In 
the Canal Zi)ne has been reduced to an 
almost negligible point. 
Goods trans-shipped to Colon and 
Balboa are stored in pier sheds imme­ 
diately upon discharge. Tho sheds are 
large, well built, fireproof, and can be 
easily guarded and protected. Both in 
the discharge from ship to pier and in 
the reloading from pier to ship the 
Panama Railroad company exercises 
strict supervision over all operations, 
since it has charge of all port facili­ 
ties and does most of the stevedoring. 
To protect itself against claims for loss 
the railroad company long since insti­ 
tuted • an elaborate checking system. 
Checkers not only tpke account of the 
number and weight of cases and pack­ 
ages loaded or unloaded on the piers 
but also note tlie condition of the con­ 
tainers as they pass over the piers and 
put aside for careful inspection cases 
that appear to be underweight or to 
have been tampered with. In many in­ 
stances pilfering can be detected by a 
difference in the recorded w’eight and 
the weight on arrival in Panama, 
though pilferers are clever enough, as 
a rule, to substitute articles of the 
same w’eight for those they have ab­ 
stracted. 
Moreover, a number of w^atchmen 
and detectives are employed by the 
Panama Railroad company. 
Some of 
the detectives work as dock laborers. 
The w’atchmen cannot be in all parts 
of the pier sheds, and in a far corner 
of a shed or a hold the stevedores may 
handle a case with such roughness as 
to cause It to break open, enabling its 
contents to be easily carried off. 
De­ 
tectives can exert an effective restrain­ 
ing influence in such ca.ses. 
It is clear, then, that the precautions 
against pilfering In the Panama Canal 
Zone are extensive and effective and 
that the source of the pilfering must be 
sought for elsewhere.

Wounded Striking Tribute to the 


Skill of Surgeons—Speed 


Important Factor. 


French 
Front.—Almost incredible 


feats have been and are being accom- 
plished every day of the war by the 
Burgeons who treat soldiers wounded 
on the battlefield. These remarkable 
feats have increased in frequency, as 
the stricken men are more quickly 
gathered in by the ambulances and 
brought to the field hospitals for surgi- 
cal intervention. 


At the beginning of the war it was 


not always possible to clear up a bat- 
tlefield of the casualties in le.ss than 
three or four days, and on many occa- 
sions wounded men waited even long- 
er before their injuries could be han- 
dled. 


The result of this was that large 


numbers of the wounded succumbed 
from gangrene or blood poisoning, or 
Were rendered so feeble from loss of 
blood that they were unable to under- 
go operations that were vitally neces- 
sary. It was at that time regarded 
as a satisfactory result when CO per 
cent of the wounded brought into the 
'hospitals recovered eventually from 
the injuries. 


Nine-Tenths Are Saved. 


This percentage of losses among 


the wounded men would ut present 
be regarded with horror by the mili- 
tary surgeons, who now reckon with 
jperfect assurance on sa\ing 
about 


nine-tenths of the wounded men corn- 
ing under their treatment. During 
the battle of Flanders the percentage 
of recoveries among wounded men 


brought to the hospitals amounted 
to 80. 


This striking figure was still fur- 


ther improved on the occasion of the 
recent buttle In which the French 
wrested from the Germans the fort 
of Malmulson and caused 
them 
to 


evacuate the Chemln des Dumes after 
throwing away hundreds of thou- 
sands of the crown prince's 
best 


troops in the effort to retain It. The 
French surgeons' reports after the 
conclusion of the lighting and the 
treatment of all the wounded show 
that 90 men out of every 100 brought 
to the hospital recovered from their 
hurts. 


Speed Important Factor. 


Speed in collecting the wounded is 


the greatest factor in bringing about 
this progress. 


Americans have had much to do 


with the speeding up of the ambu- 
lance service, for their ambulances 
have been present at every point 
where fighting has been severe, and 
their work hay been highly praised 
by the army commanders. Americans 
have done much in providing hospital 
accommodation near the front as well 
as at the bases. 


One instance of American effort in 


providing for tho accommodation and 
treatment of the wounded is that 
under the management of Mi.ss Kath- 
leen Park of Now York, at her cha- 
teau of Annel. There sh<> has worked 
almost since the very beginning of 
the war. 
When the battle for the 


fort of Mnlmaison was in progress 
the hospital dealt with a considerable 
number of wounded, who were first 
bandaged on the battlefield and then 
brought down the lliver Ai.sne on 
board a barge fitted up as a floating 
hospital. 


Miss Park has working with her in 


conjunction with the French military 
surgeons a number of American phy- 
sicians, who all participated in (he 
handling of the French wounded dur- 
ing the battle of Malninison.

New York.—Miss Margaret Steven- 


son, co-woiker of Miss Anne Morgan in 
devastated France, has just arrived in 
this country with the first direct news 
of the reconstruction work already ac- 
complished by this American Fund for 
French Wounded unit composed of ten 
American women Miss Stevenson told 
of the 27 villages they have partly re- 
habilitated, of the 5,000 acres of land 
they June had cult'vated. the hundreds 
of refugee familief they lune clothed, 
fed and installed '.n houses they have 
furnished ; the classes they are running 
for children who have run wild since 
the beginnins of <he German occupa- 
tion, and of the ccmnninity center they 
Lave established at Rlenuieourt, m the 
heart of the ravaged region. 


Live in Rude Barracks. 


"We are livins- in rude wooden bar- 


rucks' bulk on 'he ruins of the old 
Chateau of Rlevancourt," said Miss 
Stevenson.

are put, under her direction, to help 
rebuild shattered honius and plow tin 
neglected fields. There are no able- 
bodied men or women left in this part 


of' France. 
When the Germans re- 


treated they swept the civilians before 
them. All who were able to work for 
them they kept behind their lines; tho 
nonproducers—that is, tho feeble old 
people and the small children—they 
have allowed to retucu. These are the 
refugees, the people we have to help; 
make homes for and make self-support- 
ing. 


Wonderful People. 


"They are wonderful too, these pic 


people," Miss, Stevenson 
went on 


"They return to their destroyed homes 
worn out with suffering and hardships, 
but no sooner are thoy on their beloved 
soil again than they set;a revitalized, 
filled with energy, and the desire to re- 
store all that has been destroyed. They 
build one-room shelters for themselves 
from the ruins of their once comfort- 
able homes or else their government 
puts up small demountable wooden 
houses for them. 
These we furnish 


with everything they need to start 
home life anew—beds, bedding, chairs, 
kitchen utensils, and we supply them 
with clothing and foodstuffs. 
Every- 


thing that is sent to us from America 
we give them without cost, but the 
stoves and kitchen utensils that we 
buy in Paris we .sell for two-thirds the 
co«t. They prefer to have it so, and 
they pay anv way they choose—in 
work or vegetables. 
The first thing 


they do when they reach their homes 
s to start a garden, and many of them 
lave been able to support themselves 
his way. Others make their living by 
ivashing for the soldiers. 
These are 


ill very old people, remember, aged 
men and women of seventy-five and 
von eighty. They walk from villages 
niles away to get help from us, and 
hey wheel great loads of supplies on 
\heelbarrows some eight or ten miles 
o\er cobble roads. 


"These old people who have worked 


hard and denied themselves all their 
lives so they would have a competency 
in their old age have to begin life again 
with nothing but their stiff old hands 
and their courageous hearts. They all 
regret now that they didn't have a lit- 
tle more fun out of life when they 
were younger, that they bad not put 
off ease and comfort until their old 
age. But they do not complain; they

7. Multiply your activities, in your

8. Exhibit day by day and hour by 


hour the same courage a man shows 
upon the field of battle. Instruct the 
ignorant, uphold (he feehle, console 
those who are stricken; transmit your 
own confidence to others. 


9. No mutter how long the struggle 


may last, await victoiy with strength 
and patience. 


10. If you are stricken in your de«r- 


>st affections, benr your sorrow nobly, 
hat your tears mny be worthy of the j 


hero whoso death you mourn.

Planters Will Reap Benefit of Exten- 


sion of Snow Line In South 


This Winter. 


Memphis, Tcnn.—Planters will bene- 


fit to the extent of many thousands of 
dollars as a result of the snow line 
extending far into the South this win- 
ter. Agricultural experts contend that 
where land is covered with snow dur- 
ing the winter months it is more pro- 
ductive tJie following summer. Freez- 
ing weather has extended to the Gulf 
coast and snow has fallen to the depth 
of several inches over most of the 
Southern states.

liams, with 15,000 men, was shut up in 
Kars by a Russian atniv of 40,000 in- 
fantry and 10,000 c ivalry, commanded 
!>y General Murnvieff. The siege com- 
menced June IS, 1Sr>5, and contimied 
until November 2i>. 
The 
defender-, 


had provisions sufficient to last three 
months, but ammunition enough for 
only three days of fighting, but Gen- 
eral Williams was determined to hold 
the place. 
When their supplies had 


been almost exhausted and after suf- 
fering terribly from the ravages of 
cholera, General Muravieff decided the 
lime had come to attack the sorely 
tried garrison and ordered an assault. 
Feeble as they were, the defenders of 
Kars beat back the Russians. Mura- 
vieff then determined upon a policy of 
watchful waiting and, after a month 
more of starvation, General Williams 
capitulated. 


He was made a baronet, with the

The first fvoman admitted in the

cobi, who was born in London 75 years 
ago, says an exchange. 
She was the 


daughter of George P. Putnam, the 
Xew York publisher, and studied in 
se\eral American schools before tak- 
ing her degree in Paris in 1871.

years later she became the bride of Dr. 
Abraham Jacobi, a native of Germany, 
who fled that country when charged 
with high treason for participation in 
a German revolutionary movement, 
UM 
3 settling in New York, became one 


of the most distinguished of American 
phj sicians. 


I>r. Mary Putnam Jacobi was promi- 


nent in the profession as professor and 
hospital phjsician until her death in 
1006. 


The first woman physician in Amer- 


ica was Dr. Elizabeth Biackwell, a na- 
tne of England, who received her de- 
gree of M. D. in 1849, and later re- 
turned to England to practice her pro- 
fession.

raw material; coal to keep the Ores 
going in ships at tea and in the fur- 
naces of hundreds of factories across 
the sea; steel out of which to make 
arms and ammunition, both here and 
there; rails for wornoiit railways back 
of the fighting fronts; locomotives and 
rolling stock to take the place of those 
every day going to pieces; mules, 
horses, cattle for labor and fjr mili- 
tary service; everything with which 
the people of England aiid France and 
Italy and Russia have uaually supplied 
themselves but cannot now afford the 
men, 
the materials, or the machinery 


to make."

This phenomenal 
price has caused hundreds of poultry- 
men to put forth au extra effort to in- 
crease their egg production, writes C. 
S. Anderson of the Colorado Agricul- 
tural college. In the majoiity of cases 
this effort has not brought the desired 
result, and here is the one big reason 
—the pullets being forced did not have 
the maturity and age necessary for 
winter laying. 
Their feed, care and 


housing may have been above question, 
but their handicap of. being hatched 
late could not be overcome. 


The spring is the normal season of 


the year for hens to lay, and if they 
lay liberally, then they cannot be 
forced to heavy production in the win- 
ter. 
The fall and winter is nature's 


natural resting peripd. For this rea- 
son world-breaking records can never 
be expected from young hens. 


Pullets will always be the main force 


in producing winter eggs. As in the 
case of the hen, however, winter lay- 
ing is not natural, and their tendency 
toward spring laying must be offset by 
hatching them early enough to reach 
the degree of growth and maturity 
necessary for egg production in the 
fall. 
Pullets that have not sufficient 


development to begin laying before the 
severe winter weather starts will al- 
most invariably not lay before Feb- 
ruary or March. 


Many of the puzzling problems that 


confronted the poultrymen this winter 
will be avoided next year if the hatch- 
ing is done three weeks to a month 
earlier. It should be remembered that 
the time of the year the eggs are laid 
ie far more important than the number 
laid.

bert took possession of the island in 
the name, of his "most gracious lady, 
Queen Elizabeth"; it. was only five 
years later that La Felicissima Ar- 
mada left Coruna for English waters, 
so that Newfoundland had an early op- 
portunity of establishing a tradition 
for gallantry which Newfoundlanders 
are so splendidly vindicating in the 
present war.

Xmas Dinner at The Front. 
Dr. Edgar A. Miller, son of IV"r. and 


Mrs. S. Miley Miller, of Gettysburg, form- 
erly of Hampton, writing from the Brit- 
ish front, in France, says of Christmas: 


"Had a real pleasant, quiet day. We 


gave our 'Tommies' a good dinner. Com 
missioned and non-commissioned oflicers 
were served meals of roast beef, pork, po- 
tatoes, beans, plum puddings, etc. All 
seemed to enjoy it. They got all they 
ould eat. Suppose it was their best meal 
of year. For our Xmas dinner we had 
stuffed turkey and many other good 
things; had enough turkey for lunch the 
following day. 1 received boxes of candy 
sent—very nice indeed. I shared with 
others and they enjoyed it. Had more 
snow but the weather is dry, clear and 
cold. Things are rather quiet for past 
few days. Fritz has been letting us alone 
but we have been 'strafing him.' Our 
headquarters have been quiet peaceful. 
No booming or shelling lately. New 
Year's Day to morrow. We are going to 
have a dinner the evening before. Have 
a goose. 
Will then wait for the New 


Year to come in. Let us hope the year 
1918 may bring victory and peace and 
put an end to thie struggle. We are get 
ting a large civilian practice. I get out 
to see many cases every day. Mostly 
poor people. Very few French doctors 
about here. Army attends them free of 
charge, so tbey take advantage of it. 


The secretary of agriculture has advised 


Congressman A. E. Brodbeck that tbe 
government has a plan for the sale and 
distribution of the 100,000 tons of nitrate 
of soda for fertilizer use, purchased under 
the provision in the food control act, 
which authorizes the president to secure 
nitrate of soda and to supply it to farm- 
ers for cash at cost. County farm agente 
will have the plan thoroughly explained 
to them, and they can take orders for the 
nitrate and transmit them to Washington. 
Congressman Brodbeck was advised that 
the price of the nitrate of soda will l.e 
§75.50 a ton at the port from which ship- 
ment is made. The farmers pay freight 
charges from the port of arrival and tbe 
state fertilizer tag fee.

Kimmell, of Dillaburg, to deliver 
bread in that neighborhood on Tuesday 
atternoon when it upset in the vicinity of 
Big Dam, while in charge of his 13 year 
old son.

mirgeons who treat soldiers wounded 
on the bat(lefiold, 
Tliese remarkable 
feats have increased in frequency* us 
the strlokeu men are more quickly 
leathered in by the ambulances and 
brought to the field hospitals for surgi­ 
cal Intervention. 
At the beginning of the war it was 
not always possible to clear up a l)nt- 
tlofiold of the casualties in less than 
three or four days, and on many occa­ 
sions wounded men waited even long­ 
er before their injuries could be han­ 
dled. 
The result of this was that largo 
numbers of the wounded succumbed 
from gangrene or blood poisoning, or 
Were rendered so fefible from loss of 
I 
blood that they Avere unable to under­ 
go operations that were vitally neces­ 
sary. 
It was at that time regarded 
as a satisfactory result when GO per 
cent of the wounded brought into the 
'hospitals recovered eventually from 
the injuries. 
Nine-Tenths Arc Saved. 
This percentage of losses among 
the wounded men would at present 
)be regarded with horror by the mill- 
itary surgeons, who now reckon with 
perfect assurance on saving 
about 
nine-tenths of tlie wounded men com- 
!ng* under thoir treatment. 
During 
the battle of Flanders the percentage 
of recoveries among woimded men 


brought 
to the hospitals amounted 
to 8G. 
This striking llgure was still fur­ 
ther improved on tho ofcaslon of tho 
recent battle in which the French 
wre«tod froni the Gormans tho fort 
of Malmnison and * caused them 
to 
evacuate the Chemin dos Dames after 
throwing 
away 
hundreds 
of thou­ 
sands of the crown prince’s 
best 
troops in the elTort to retain It. 
The 
French surgeons* reports after the 
conclusion 
of the 
lighting and the 
treatment of all tho wounded sliow 
that 90 men out of every 100 brought 
to the hospital recovered from their 
hurts. 
Speed Important Factor. 
Speed in collecting the wounded is 
the greatest factor in bringing about 
this progress. 
Americans have had much to do 
with the speeding up of the ambu­ 
lance service, for thoir ambulances 
havo boon present at every point 
where fighting has boon severe, and 
their work has boon highly praised 
by the army commanders. 
Americans 
havo done much In providing hospital 
accommodation near the front as well 
as at the bases. 
One Instance of American effort In 
providing for the accommodation and 
treatment of tho 
wounded Is tliat 
under the management of ATiss Kath­ 
leen Park of Now York, at her cha­ 
teau of Annel. There she has worked 
almost since tho very beginning of 
the war. 
When the battle for the 
fort of Malmalson was In progress 
tho hospital dealt with a considerable 
number of wounded, who wore first 
bandaged on the battlefield and then 
brought down tJic lUver Alsne on 
board a barge fitted up as a floating 
hospital. 
AIlss Park hns M’orklng with her in 
conjunction with the P^ronch military 
surgeons a number of American phy­ 
sicians, who all participated in the 
liandling of the French wounded dur­ 
ing the battle of Malmaison. 
AI^^o, 
she has with her several American 
trained nurses and helpers. 
Among the doctors is Geoi'^e do 
Tarnovsky of Chicago, 


of'F rance. 
When the Gtmoan» tt* 
treated they swept the civilians before 
them- All who wore able to work for. 
them they kept behind their linos; tho 
nonproducers—that is, the feeble old 
people and the small children—they 
have allowed to relunu. These are tho 
refugees, tlie people we have to help 
make homes for and make self-support­ 
ing. 
Wonderful People^ 
“They are wonderful too, those pld 
people,** 
M iss. Stevenson 
went 
on.' 
*‘They return to their destroyed horaesf 
worn out with suflPerlng and hardships, 
but no sooner are they on their beloved 
sol! again than they seem revitalized, 
filled with energy, and the desire to re­ 
store all that has boon destroyed. They 
build one-room shelters for themsolveii 
from the ruins of their once comfort­ 
able homes or else their government 
puts up small demountable wooden 
houses for them. 
These we furnish 
with everything they need to start 
home life anew—bods, bedding, chairs, 
kitchen utensils, and we supply them 
with clothing and foodstuffs. 
Every­ 
thing that Is sent to us from Amerlcn 
we give them without cost, but the 
stoves and kitchen utensils that we 
buy in Paris we sell for two-thirds the 
cost. 
They prefer to have it so, and 
they pay any way they choose—in 
work or vegetables.

they do when they reacli their homes 
is to start a garden, and many of them 
have been able to support themselves 
iJils \vay. Others make their living by 
washing for the soldiers.

all very old people, remember, aged 
men and women of seventy-five and 
even eighty.

«on, co-worker of Miss Anne Morgan in 
devastated France, has just arrived in 
this country witli the first direct news 
of the reconstruction work already ac­ 
complished by this American Fund for 
French Wounded xinlt composed of ten 
American women. Miss Stevenson told 
of the 27 villages they have partly re­ 
habilitated, of tho 5.000 acres of land 
they have had cultivated, the hundreds 
of refugee families- they have clothed, 
fed and installed Jn houses they have 
furnished ; the d aises they are running 
for children who have run wild since 
the beginning of the German occupa­ 
tion, and of the ciannnmity center they 
have establlslied at Blerancourt, in the 
lieart of the ravdgod region. 
Live in Rude BarrackG. 
^‘\Ve are living in rude wooden bar­ 
racks' built on t.he ruins of the old 
Chateau .of Blerancourt,** said Miss 
Sievenson. 
“Our barracks are fur­ 
nished with tae same unpalnted fur­ 
niture and plail iron beds that we 
give to the peasants. 
Tho heads of 
our unit, Miss Anne Morgan and Miss 
Anne Drake, sliare with us in this 
jjrlmitivo life, iiiey are up at seven 
o’clock in the aiornlng, tidy uj) iheir 
huts, help >vlUi the dishes, and then 
are off about thilr duties, visiting the 
refugees, finding; out tiieir wants and 
Jjd])ing instnU. 
tJiem 
in 
temporary 
slielters, Botli Jtliss Morgan and Miss 
Dike speak French as well as they do 
English, and tJi^y have entered deeply 
into tJje lives of tlie people. 
Some­ 


thing approaching normal village life 
has been restored to tho communities 
under the care of the American Fund 
Unit,” 
Miss 
Stevenson 
says. 
“Tho 
French government has placed thlj? 
unit in charge of tho Aisne and Som­ 
me districts, both of which were sys- 
tomatlcally devastated by tho Ger­ 
mans.

“Through 
the military authorities, ^liss Morgan 
has obtained valuable aid.

bodied men or women left in this pai-t 


tie more fun out of life when they 
wore younger, that they had not put 
off ease and comfort until their old 
age.

every struggle In more than a century. 
The roll of British military heroes in­ 
cludes the names of scores of men of 
Canadian birth. One of the greatest of 
those was Gen. Sir AVilllam Fenwick 
Williams, who gained renown as *T:he 
hero of Kars.*’ 
The defense of Kars in Armenia by 
General Williams during the Crimean 
war was a gallant exploit. Groat Brit­ 
ain, France and Turkey were then al­ 
lies, opposing Russia. 
General Wil­ 
liams, with 15,000 men, was shut up In 
Ivars by a Russian army of 40,000 in­ 
fantry and 10.000 cavalry, commanded 
by General MuraviefP. The siege com­ 
menced June IS, 1855, and continued 
until November 2S. 
The defenders 
had provisions .sufiiclent to last three 
months, but ammunition enough for 
only three days of fighting, but Gen­ 
eral Williams was determined to hold 
the place. 
When their supplies had 
t)een almost exhausted and after suf­ 
fering terribly from the ravages of 
cholera, General Muravieff decided the 
time had come to attack the sorely 
tried garrison and ordered an assault. 
Feeble as they were, the defenders of 
Kars boat back the Russians. 
Mura­ 
vieff then determined upon a policy of 
watchful waiting and. after a month 
more of starvation, General Williams 
capitulated. 
He was made a baronet, with the 
title of Sir William Fenwick Williams 
of Kars and granted a liberal pension. 


F./!ary Putnam Jacobi and 
Elizabeth Blackwell Were 
the First Woman Doctors 


The first |Woman admitted in tho 
Ecole Medicine, the famous Paris medi­ 
cal college, also the first to become a 
member of the New York Academy of 
Medicine, was Dr. jMary Putnam Ja ­ 
cobi, who v/as born in London 75 years 
ago, says an exchange. 
She was the 
daughter of George P. Putnam, the 
New York publisher, and studied in 
several American schools before tak­ 
ing her degree in, Paris in 1871. 
Two 
years later she became the bride of Dr. 
Abraham Jacobi, a native of Germany, 
who fied that country when charged 
with high treason for participation in 
a 
Gorman revolutionary movement, 
and settling in New York, became one 
of the most distinguished of American 
physicians. 
Dr. Mary Putnam Jacobi was promi­ 
nent in the profession as professor and 
hosi)ltal physician until her death in 
1000. 
Tiie first Woman physician in Amer­ 
ica was Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell, a na­ 
tive of England, who received her de­ 
gree of M. D. in 1849, and later re­ 
turned to England to practice her pro­ 
fession. 


These Are the Things We 
Must Do and Do Well, to 
Defeat the Kaiser’s Wur 


It Will be well for us all if we 
pause now and then and consider again 
what, precisely, are tho tasks 
con­ 
fronting us in this world war, writes 
Thomas W. Lam ont 
No one could 
have put them more clearly than Pres­ 
ident AVilson. 
Here is what he said: 
“Those, then, are the things wo must 
do, and do well, besides fighting—the 
things without which mere fighting 
would be fruitless: 
“We must supply abundant food for 
ourselves and for our armies and our 
seamen not only, but also for a large 
part of the nations with whom we 
have now made common cause. 
In 
whose support and by whose side we 
shall be fighting. 
“We must supply ships by the hun­ 
dreds out of our shipyards to carry 
to the other side of the sea, subma­ 
rines or no submarines, what will 
every day be needed there, and abun* 
dant materials out of our fields and 
our mines and our factories with wMch 
not only to clothe and equip our wwn 
forces on land and sea, but also to

POINTERS 
POULTRY KEEPERS 


A high-water marJc has boon -reached 
this winter in price of poultry prod­ 
ucts, especially eggs. This phenomenal 
price has caused hundreds of poultry- 
men to put forth ar^ extra effort to in­ 
crease their egg production, writes O. 
S. Anderson of the Colorado Agricul­ 
tural college. Jn the majority of cases 
this elïort has not brought the desired 
result, and here is the ono big reason 
—the pullets being forced did not have 
the maturity and age ‘necessary for 
winter laying. 
Their feed, care and 
housing may have been above question, 
but their handicap of* being hatched 
late could not be overcome. 
The spring Is the normal season of 
the year for hens to lay, and if they 
lay liberally, then they cannot be 
forced to heavy production in the win­ 
ter. 
The fall and winter is nature’s 
natural resting peripd. 
For this rea­ 
son world-breaking records can never 
be expected from young hens. 
Pullets will always be the main force 
in producing winter eggs. 
As in the 
case of the hen, however, winter lay­ 
ing is not natural, and their tendency 
toward spring laying must be olTset by 
hatching them early enough to reach 
the degree of growth and maturity 
necessary for egg production in the 
fall. 
Pullets that have not suilicient 
development to begin laying before the 
severe winter weather starts will al­ 
most invariably not lay before Feb­ 
ruary or March. 
Many of the puzzling problems thal 
confronted the poultrymen this winter 
will be avoided next year if the hatch­ 
ing is chine three weeks to a month 
earlier. It should be remembered that 
the time of the year tho eggs are laid 
is far more important than the number 
laid.
